Hazardous wastes, in 
Wilmington and in 
Massachusetts, were discussed 
and discussed — thoroughly 
recently in a talk hosted by the 
Wilmington League of Women 
Voters, Kathryn Cooper of 
Nichols Street, president. There 
was a panel of four men who are 
involved in one way or another 
with the problems of hazardous 
wastes, plus some surprise 
comments by planning board 
member Arnold Blake, a retired 
civil engineer. About 50 persons 
were in the audience in the 
Wilmington public library 

A statement by Hyas Bhatti 
DEQE environmental engineer 
specializing in drinking water 
and water supplies, started the 
discussion 
A survey in Massachusetts 
shows that in 22 communities 
there are water supplies which 
are contaminated. It is very 
easy to talk of this, but we have 
othef problems too, in produce, 
food, clothing. The question is, 
in this state, to have the proper 
facilities. 

A later survey shows that an 
estimated 1,000 municipal wells 


in Massachusetts have some 
form of contaminaton, This is 
the water supply for 37 percent 


of the population of this state 
One third of these wells have 
shown “traces.” They do not 
exceed the Environmental 
Protection Agency (E 
standards of organic 
tamination 4 

In the year 1979 the number of 
communities with contaminated 
water supplies increased from 
22 to 29, Since then we have 
added another three com 
munities 

There are about 100 
which cannot serve their 
communities. Through this 
there is lost, to the people of 
Massachusetts, 23,000,000 
lons of water every day. This 
amount of water can serve two 
communities the size of the city 
of Brockton. There are questions 
as to the dollar value. Possibly 
we can say $10,000,000

Lunch hour diet tips for working people 


Quick, now that the season for 
plum puddings, eggnog and candy 
canes is past and the season for 
chocolate bunnies 

If you are like many working 
dieters, however, watching those 
calories seems do-able only at 
breakfast time and in the 
evening, when your own 
refrigerator and scale are at hand 
and all kinds of culinary feats are 


possible 
The pitfalls loom lar 
however, at lunch, when you 


reach into a brown bag or glan 
at a restaurant menu only to find 
that the world is a_ calorific 
conspiracy against you 

But eating on the job is not 
necessarily the death of a diet 
according to Jeanne Goldberg, a 
Tufts University nutritionist and 
co-author with Tufts president 
Jean Mayer of a nationally 
syndicated nutrition column, who 
says, “We have a_ national 
mentality that says lunch is 
something you put between two 
slices of bread, then cover with 
mayonnaise until it's running up 
your arm. It really doesn’t have 
to be that way

For reducers-on-the-go who 
don't want to spend a lot of time 
packing their brown bags 
Goldberg suggests that one of the 
most instant repasts available is 
a wedge of good cheese, a piece of 


fruit and some fine imported 
crackers — and there are as 
many variations on that lunch 


idea as there are varieties of 
cheese, she adds. 

Other great take-along lunches 
on her list of favorites include 

A hard-boiled egg, possibly with 
some capers, Dijon mustard and 
a teaspoon of mayonnaise; a cold 
chicken leg (with the skin peeled 
while still hot to eliminate fat), a 
piece of fruit and a slice of bread 
fresh fruit sliced up in yogurt 
seasoned with aromatic spices or 
herbs (cinnamon, cloves 
tarragon); cold soups, such as 
gazpacho or clear borscht with 
yogurt and chives; yogurt with 
cucumbers and mint, eaten with a
